VeOreary'e Bs«olutlon Defining tbe At- 
titude ot Oonrrees Toward Hawaii. 
IVisnraoTojr, Jan. 24.—Representa- 


tive McCreary, chairman of the house 
committee on foreign affairs, has pre- 
pared, and yesterday introduced in the 
house, a resolution defining the atti- 
tude of congress toward Hawaii. The 
resolution was referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, and will receive 
consideration at Thursday's meeting. 
Mr. McCreary says that the resolution 
represents the sentiments of nine mem- 
bers of the committee, and he expects 
it will be reported to the house and 
form the basis of the discussion ot the 
Hawaiian question, which will begin 
immediately after the disposal of the 
tariff bill. The text of the resolution 
is as follows: 


Jlesolved, That il Is the souse or ttiit* house 


that the action of the United States minister 
In employing United States naval forces and 
Illegally aiding In overthrowing tlie constitu- 
tional government of the Hawaiian islands In 
January, 1883. and In setting up In its place u 
provisional government not republican ID 
form, and In opposition to the vrill of the ma- 
jority of ihe people, was contrary ta the tradi- 
tions of our republic and the spirit of our con- 
stitution, and should bo, and id. condemned. 


Jitsolvett, That we heartily approve of tlie 


principle npvanced ty the president of the 
"nlted States, that Interforence in the do- 


iestic affairs of an independent nation is con- 
rary to the spirit of American institutions;

yesterday, heard the testimony of a 
number of persons concerning the 
parts taken by the four negroes in the 
two crimes, and it Is expected that be- 
fore the clou of to-day indictments for 
murder in the first degree will be re- 
turned against each of them. 


There waa a scene in Clayton jail 


yesterday when Mrs. Dorsey, a colored 
woman, who lived in the same build- 
ing in which Jim and Ed Murray lived 
when Edgar Fitzwilliam was mur- 
dered, confronted them and Wm. Hens- 
ley. 
Hensley has repeatedly denied 


that he associated with the Hurrays in 
St Louis. When Mrs. Dorsey pointed 
him out among a large number of ne- 
groes yesterday as a man who often 
visited Jim and Ed Murray at the 
home of their lister, Bettie Murray, in 
St Louis, he fairly howled and called 
her a liar. 


Jim and Ed Murray were called be- 


fore Mrs. Dortey, and she told how 
they, in company with Hensley, tried 
to sell or trade her a pistol with a red 
handle about a week after Fitzwilliam 
was killed. She said Jim Murray of- 
fered to sell the pistol to her, and when 
she declined to buy it he proposed to 
trade it to her for a pair of shoes. 


While the woman was making her 


statements in the presence of a num- 
ber of witnesej, Jim Murray stood 
with his eyes fixed upon the floor of his 
cell. When she had finished he said 
she had told the truth. His brother 
Ed also said Mrs. Dorsey's statements 
were true. 


Hensley denied that he ever saw Jim 


Murray offer the pistol for sale or 
trade to Mrs. Dorsey, aud said he never 
met them at the place mentioned. 
The Murrays said that he often met 
them at their sister's room over Mrs. 
Dorsey's; that it was there they talked 
together about the murder of Banker 
Benjamin M. McColloch and Edgar O. 
Fitzwilliam.

SURPRISING MOBTQAQE FACTS. 
Interettlnc Flams From the official Can- 
saa ef Mdrty-thw. mates. 


Three-quarters of all the farms in the 


United State* are owned tree of incnm- 
brance. Only one-fourth of the total 
number of farms In the United States 
are mortgaged. The average mortgage 
represents only one-third the value of 
the farm upon which it is secured. The 
total amount ot larm mortgages in the 
whole country is hardly one-tenth the 
total value of all our farms. 


In 1880 nearly one-fifth of the mort- 


gage indebtedness rested on farms; but 
in 1890 farm mortgages represented 
only one-seventh of the country's total 
indebtedness on, real estate. Out of 
every 100 families on American farms 
in U90, forty-seven owned their farms 
free of mortgage, twenty owned, but 
with incumbranos, and thirty-two 
hired the farms they lived on and 
worked. 


Font -fifths of tbe amount of debt on 


jfarme and homes was incurred for the 
Commendable purpose of buying and 
improving the property, and a like pro- 
portion of the numbers of farms and 
homes were mortgaged for the same 
purpose. Tbe total real estate mort- 
gage debt that existed In tbe United 
States in 3880 is estimated at two and 
one-halt billions of dollars, equally di- 
vided between lots and acre tracts. In 
1800 the total amount of snob incnm- 
brance had more than doubled, but 
only 81 per cent, of it waa on acres, and 
66 per cent on urban property. The 
total mortgagee on actual farms were 
about 1 525,000, 009 in 1890, and ten years 
later was about 1875,000,000, an in- 
crease of 1310,000,000 in the. decade. 


Burin; then ten yean no less than 


600,000 new farms were created in the 
west and south. If only one-hall of 
them carried the average size mort- 
gage this would readily account for 
the increase in the total debt on farms. 
Mortgages on other acre tracts than 
farms proper were in 1890 about tl,163,- 
000,000, or an increase ot (438,000,000 
during the decade. 


The mortgages on lots— that is, on 


city and town property— amounted to 
M,850,ooo,odb at the opening of the 
ninth decode, bnt in IBM were esti- 
mated at nearly M,000,000,000, or au 
Increase of over 13,700,000,000 during 
the ten years. 


Tbe total mortgage indebtedness in 


June, 1800, is estimated to have been 
some 18,000,000,000, as against «3,SOO, 
000,000 in 1890, an Increase ot 13,500, 
000,000. 


These figures look large, bnt »how 


that the total indebtedness on all real 
estate in the United States Is about (93 
per capita.

In France the 
national debt alone exceeds (110 per 
capita, England's national debt 1 
nearly }90 a head, while tne publi 
debts in the older Australian colonies 
are 3300 for each inhabitant.

tenser, the Chicago tramp, in Deoatnr 
Sunday night, January Htb, and ceased 
hie death by stabbing him In tbe aide 
with a knife at the Morgan street orota- 
ing ot tbe Wabaah road. Mitchell waa 
caught at tbe I, D. ft W. sand house 
this morning by Officers Bimeral and 
Williamson, and tbe prisoner waa taken 
to the county jad. He answers fully the 
description given by Fencer in bis con- 
versation with Marshal Lehman and 
Officer Bewes. In every detail except 
as to name be fits tbe description, as to 
height, color of eyes, weight, color of 
clothes and abcea. The offioers are con- 
fident they have in jail the murderer of 
Feeder. 


It will b» renumbered that there were 


four tramps in the party tbe night ot the 
fight, and Fenser waa stabbed by a 
young man named "Bob." He got away. 
Fenser wsa taken to the Laded* hotel, 
where he died on Saturday last, and the 
two tramps are gone. They left the day 
after the stabbing for parts unknown. 
Fenser said tba parj*- before tbe fight 
were at tbe I., D. & W. sand home. One 
ot them waa bis tramp companion, 
Frank Miller, a German, tbe other was 
• Norwegian, while the fonrth was

Bob quarreled with the Norwegian at 
the east end of tbe platform, and when 
they got to Morgan street Bob got into a 
racket with Miller. He was seen to pull 
a knife out of bis pocket, and Fenaer 
warned birr not to use it, at the aama 
time pioking up a car-link and throwing 
it at Bob, who rushed forward and 
stabbed Feneer. 
Tbia is Feneer's story. 


"Bob," or Mitohell, when arrested to- 


day, stated that his home is at 213 West 
Sixth street, Cincinnati, and that he wee 
never known as Bob. He admits, bow- 
ever, that he waa with the three tramps 
at tbe sand bonse the night of January 
Utb, and that he remembers that one ot 
tbe men was known as the German and 
another as tbe Swede. He also admits 
that he came with the three men aa far 
aa the depot when be left them and got a 
freight train on which he went to Toledo 
Obio. He denies that he got into a fight 
with Miller or Fenser, or that he wect 
any farther west than tbe depot. But it 
so happens that the hostler at the I., D. 
& W. sand bouBe remembers to have seen 
the four men there that night, and he 
recognized Mitchell as one of the men 
when he ebowed up there again last 
night. Obeying tbe orders of the police 
the hostler eent word by telephone to tbe 
officers this morning, and they had no 
trouble in making the arrest. At tbe 
time Mitchell was in the company ot an 
old man. 


Mitohell staUs that he reached Deoa- 


tnr Monday morning.

possession a copy ot the Sunday Review, 
which gave the result of the inquest held 
on the body of Feneer hold at the 
Laolede Saturday night.

A block or eo away te said 
be found the other part ot tbe paper. 
Tbe two parts make a complete paper o' 
Jaa. 21, and there is no grease spot on 
any sheet. It is plain to tbe officers that 
tbe supposed Bob is lying about bow be 
came to have tbe paper. 


Fencer to'cl tha officers that Bob had 


talked about wanting to go to Spring- 
field, as he bad acquaintances there, and 
it is believed that instead of going to 
Toledo aa stated he went west on the 
cannon ball trnm. 


Now th* officers are exceedingly anx- 


ious to find trace ot the German and the 
Swede, and they will make a big effort 
to run them down that proper punish- 
ment may be meted out to tbe slayer ot 
Fenser.
